According to a newe-
paper up there the bananms is n goml denl like
the Irishman's plg that wouldn't staud still
long envugh to bte counted. Aubury grocers,
po an estesmed suburban contemporary eays,
guunt thelr bananas by wirking each one with
a plece of chalk.

“Hometimes," the newspaper declares, "they
oee plog, sticking a pin into eack Lanona as thn
count progresses, This method Ia not ro popuy-
lar for the reason that you Lave fo go over the
banch agaln torecover the plns, whare, hy
marking them with chalk, you are all dene
with the Job as soon na you oan complete the
count. It Ia next to Impossille to count a
bunch of bananas accurately unless one sdopts
some method of marking thuse already count-
ed. They look allke and you fnd yourse!
gounting the same vnes twice,"

There are othier methuls of countlng bananas
than those advocatod by the Auburn geocers,
Instend of using plas, tacks, whih wre wwire
readlly distlngulsb en s yellow surface,

Canadian  cousin, the editor of the London
ontariol  Jddeertioer, 'n discossing the re.
part tade by the Secrotary of the Trems
ury to Congress of the number of oar
londs of merchanalse  which  passed In
bond throungh Canada from one seotion of the
Unived Staten to another, says: “The Liberal
polivy In 1o use cvery logitimate affort to in.
erease International good feeling, and to stimu.
Inte profitnble Internaiional trade; so as to add
to this pecord of commeree, and add to the work
avallable for our raliway men. the prosperiiy of
whom will grently ndd to the earning power uf
evory other class In the eommunity.'

From the report we learn that for the Lthres
years L R0N 104, and 1860 noless than 1,010,802
carn, contnining 24,000,096 tons of merchan-
dise, wers diverted from Amerlean to Canndian
rallways unider the bonding regulations,

If thelose in earnlngs to American rallwara
was only 1V cents per 100 pounds, the tolal
loss for three years was $00, 1680102, Railway
teaftie enrnings for the past thiree yenrs have
been less Lthian for the yeara 1800, ‘01, and ‘B2,
If the average loss for 1RO0, ‘07, '08, and ‘09 I
no greater (If the bonding regulations remalin
In force) than the average of the past Lhrew
years, the total lovs for Lhis deendo will be more
thinn §200,000,000.

The total gross freight traMo earnings of all
the rallways of Catinda for thoe fiseal year 1803
was §32,006,020. For ten years at the sama
rate it would amount to $:120,648,203. OF this
total $100,000,000, or 01 per cént., would be
from Amerlean teaMe, which lagitimately be-
longs to our own rallways Just as much as our
consting teade belougs to Amerlean vessels. For
the fiscal year 1800 thers were 170070 miles of
railways In operatlon In this country, costing
$11.440,AR8, 802, The bondliolders recelved a
lttle lenn on the average than 4 per cent. as In-
terest on their oapital, and the sliareholders
lesn than 2 per oont, and yet we permitted

Canndian rallways, heavily anbaidized by Canads
and Gireat Britain, to rob Amoeriean rallways of
thair legltimnta teafMe.

The tatal earcinga of all the Canadian rafl-
wayns from passenwer traffio for the feenl yeur
18003 were 156,087,000, 1f Canndinn el ways
woere prevented from handling onre domestlo
freight teafMe, an Canadian vessels are, they
conld not maintaln thele facilities for passenger
teaflle In such & condition na to seciure Atmerls
can passongers.

S0, or nt the rate of $150 per mile. Hut for
their Amerloan teaMe, securad through honding
regnlatiuns, they wonuld have shown n inrge de-
ficlency, besidon lenving nothing for Intervst
on bonds nnd enrpent loans, rontals, and re.
newnls, The Canadinn Pacifte, Grund Trunk,
and Canndn Southern raflways receivad 65 por
cent, of the henefits which the ronds of Canmvdn
derivesl from the Londing  regalntions, and
earnvd $4.500 pernille, while all the other rall-
wara of Cnnadie carned only 81300 per mile.

‘The Canadinn Pacific Kallway, Grand Trunk
RAllwnr’. and the Canada Southern Rai way
maoved [n 1800 14,045,248 tons of merchinnd[se,
The report to Congress made by the Secretary of
the Treasury revehls the fact that B 140760
tnn-.lnr &1h por pent., of this feelght orlginated In
the United Stntes and was carrled {n band

It will be seen from these statements that the
abirogation of the hondiog regulntions wonld wlid
at denst 20,000,000 to the varpingsof Amer van
rullways nonually and restore theie dividend
eariing powers and lenve Canada nnd Gorent
Britain to maintain the rallways of Cannila, or
fot thietn pans into the hands of recelvers ns onr
own lues linve been compeilml to do.

‘Fhe editor of the London Ade-re
tisrr t1ella us that the prosperity of Canwdinn
rnilwass “adds to the earning power of every
vther class in the commmunity.”
